THE HEBREW UNIVERSITY. 


THOSE who despair because of the divisions of opinion that 
subsist among Jews, and doubt whether with the existence of such 
differences we shall ever attain real progress as a people, may with 
advantage turn te the report we reproduce elsewhere of the meeting 
of the Board of Governors of the Hebrew University held last week. 
There are diverse views of course concerning the werking in its 
many ramifications of the institution—it is a human institution 
controlled by human agency. But it has drawn to its active support 
all sorts and conditions of Jews, and thus bas proved to‘be a great 
unifying element in Jewry. It evokes general sympathy because it 
is the highest conception of Jewish nationality, and appeals to the 
Jewish people over all questions, however valuable and however 
necessary, of politics andeconomics. Therein has consisted the call 
upon Jews of Jewish learning through the ages. It was the call to 
the National spirit of the Jew, than which none can be more potent 
than specifically Jewish learning, and the -ever faithful answer 
has proved that, despite all, the national sentiment has remained 
strong and vigorous among us. So vital is this element, that without 
some means of cultivating Jewish thought and the knowledge of 
Judaism in all its many aspects, it were vain to hope the National 
Movement could ever flourish even in Palestine. The. progress 
of the University is thus doubly gratifying. It.is a measure of the 
National spirit that thrives there, while it cannot fail to enrich and 
enlarge that sentiment. 


Jews and Bolshevism. 


THE special Correspondent of the CHICAGO TRIBUNE sent a. 
despatch to that paper this week from Riga which was published 
in the Dany TELEGRAPH. It deals with the upheaval that is pro- 
ceeding in the Communist party in Russia and the bitter fight that 
is going on for the .conteol of the Soviet Government. There 
are various forces at work.and infinite play and counter-play. One 
result seems to be a determination to rid the Executive of the 
presence of Jews. Says the correspondent: 


Travellers from Moscow of Jewish nationality report that the 
Jews of Russia, both Communistic and non-Communistic, are alarmed 
at the recent events, since at the moment there is not one important 
executive post within Russia which is being held by a Jew. The 


removal of Zinovieff, Trotsky, Kameneff, Sokolnikoff, and other 
important Jewish Commissars has resulted. in their posts being filled 
by Russians and GeorgiansStalin is a Georgian—Letts, and Polese 
Even the post of Litvinoff, Assistant Commissar. of Foreign Affairs, 
Who has been on vacation in Germany, is in danger, and Litvinoff has 
hurried back to Moscow in an effort to retain his job. 

: ntilnow Russia has. been governed. by minorities which the 
old Russian Government oppressed. ‘The Jewish section of the Com- 
munists until now has. been. the most powerful, and because of the 
peculiar distribution of the Jewish race throughout the world this 
section have always made world-revolution their fetish, and ‘their 
re ore to abandon this position is the basic reason of the present 
Spirt. 

} The Communists of other nationalities, on the other hand, want 
to abandon the attempts to start a world-revolution through promoting 
trouble abroad, and, instead, to.make peace with foreign capital, 
which will help them to restore Russia economically.

So is the fact that a few 
Jews cannet tind themselves in a prominent position, even in a 
Russian moverment that was so largely the result SYStem ia 
which Jews were for generations sacrificed. wholesale, withont 
evoking sentiments of Anti-Judaism.

Cremation. 


THE question of the disposal of the dead by incineration is one 
which. although it cannot be said to be urgent, will sooner rather 
than later have to be considered by our Ecclesiastical Authorities, 
For itis a method which has grown to be very general among the 
public at large, and resorted to with increased frequency by Jews. 
What is the attitude towards it of Jewish Law? If it is nof 
permissible—or if it -is—then those responsible for the main- 
tenance of the law take up an altogether unsatisfactory position 
in respect to it. They stand aside until the cremation has been 
effected, and then compound for what is treated as an irregularity 
by consenting to bury the remains in consecrated ground with 
the usual ritual, only providing the ashes are placed and 
interred in a full-size coffin. The motive of this is, of course, con- 
siderations of respect to the dead who shall not appear to those attend- 
ing the funeral to have beén deformed or to have suffered accident. 
Whether that excellent purpose is compassed by the process to which 
we refer in the interment of the dust of those who have been 
cremated, is at least open to question ; if only because the incinera- 
tion cannot be regarded as an accident nor the remains as a physical 
deformity. The placing of them for burial in a full size coffin is, 
on the contrary, likely to appear as a make-believe, and so tend to 
thoughts and observations inconsistent with the solemnity of death. 
So are other reasons for the proviso, more or less entirely super- 
stitious, to which we need not refer. The importance of the matter 
is in the fact that cremation is, as we Bay, becoming increasingly 
general, and the present Jewish practice In regard to burying the 
ashes increasingly resented. It follows that if some more rational 
method be not devised, Jewish burial, or anyway orthodox Jewish 
burial. will not be resorted to at all when cremation is chosen foe

Shylockism.’ 


By Mentor. 


OME time ago I devoted this column to a consideration of 
Shakespeare's “Merchant of Venice.” I endeavoured to 
show that the purpose with which the poet wrote it was to 
exemplify how virtues can become turned into vices by excess 

of the virtues.. This was so, I pointed out, with all the characters in 

the play. Thus au fond Shylock was by no means vicious. On the 
contrary, he had many good qualities. But he became a merciless 
ghoul, because of an overweening sense of strict justice, and undue 
insistence upon bis rights, 


He could not see that any modification 
of them was due to the circumstances in which he acquired them, 
If those circumstances were those of stress, if was sufficient for 
Shylock that he was in no way responsible for them. If argosies 
failed, he had not contributed to their failure and he should not 
suffer. His rights were his, no matter how they arose, and he were 
but outraging justice by not maintaining them. 
usury, and not in 
made him. 


Herein was Shy lock’s 
the price he charged Antonio for the loan he 
Indeed, as Portia proved, his terms were impossible 
of fulfilment, and so must have appeared to any reasonable 
man. Hence, they were in fact anything but harsh and uncon- 
scionable. If a loaner of money stipulates that he shall receive 
something that it is not possible to obtain from his creditor, he 
virtually lets him off from any payment for the accommodation 
afforded—at least far more surely than does the creditor who takes 
from his debtor an undertaking to pay an amount which the creditor 
can recover. The amount of interest charged in a loan transaction 
is not really the measure of usury that has entered into the bargain. 
l have always contended that it is not whata money-lender charges, 
but how he exacts payment, which determines usury. If a right 
has accrued to the money-lender through untoward happenings 
which have befallen the creditor, or if untoward happenings have 
supervened and the creditor presses his claim as if these happen- 
ings had not occurred, then there is usury. If, however, the creditor 
derives his right from normal conditions and nothing untoward has 
befallen his debtor, then the insistence upon his rights, whatever 
the interest he may have charged—it may be excessive, it may be 
expensive, but it is not usury. I would define “usury” as the 
strictly enforcing of rights withont regard to the circumstances of 
misfortune or mistake out of which those rights accrued. 
shortly, it is the ruthless profiting on error or weakness.

The Money-lenders’ Bill now before Parliament, if 1am correct 
in my diagnosis of usury. 
intended to overcome, Its main purposes are the limiting of the 
interest the money-leider may charge, the licensing of. businesses 
carrying on the vocation : and if compels the money-l nder LO make 
clear to the borrower the percentage of interest that. he charges. 
But this, I venture to say, does not attack the real evil of the trade 
and will nof prevent real usury. Under it cases of equal hardship 
as those which now constantly occur will go on. 
money-lender can play the usurer, whatever may be’ the interest 
that he charges, if deriving his rights from 
of error or weakness he insists upon them, 


Because the 


circumstances 
though misfortune or 
mistake shall have supervened upon his acquiring those rights. 
On. the other hand, submit that a money-lender can carry 
on the business charging a high rate of interest, without being a 
usurer—it all depends —— his conduct towards the debtor and its 
relation to the debtor's position. Naturally, usury in the. sense I 
have said, is more than ever disgraceful and intolerable when, as 
unfortunately so often happens, the money-lender becomes a 
creditor through misfortune or mistake that he himself has induced 
with the precise object of profiting from the weakness of or from 
the error made by his debtor. 

Now, I daresay there are many who will object to any consider- 
ation of this subject in the columns of a Jewish newspaper. They 
will demur that it is a giving away to our enemies virtually to 
acknowledge that usury is a matter for specifically Jewish concern. 
But I never believe in refusing to see facts which must be 
apparent even to a kitten before its eyes are open. Can there 
be any gainsaying that a considerable proportion of our people 
are in one form or another money-lenders? Can there be any 
gainsaying that of those who are registered as such in this 
country, a very large percentage are of Jewish origin, and that 
without taking into account the hire system furnishers, the tallymen 
and those who trade in the deep waters of weekly payments? but 
as regards money-lenders, I believe that the only way to prevent 
black sheep in that particular profession carrying on their evil 
devices which the white sheep among their co-traders resent just as 
bitterly as anyone else, would be to give power to the Courts to 
amend or annul any rights that should have accrued to money- 
lenders, not, as now, on the ground of the interest charged being

That Jews are usurers at all is a strange and not altogether 
gratifying comment upon the influence of Jewish. teaching for 
centuries. If that teaching had been as effectual as it is definite 
nnd insistent, usury and the Jew would never find company. But, 
unhappily, with all peoples and peoples of all religions and all 
faiths and all beliefs, preaching is one thing and. practice another. 
There is no sect or section that can reasonably hurl.a stone at Jews, 
because of the wide gulf that separates their ideals from their 
actual deeds. I suppose there are many excuses for Jews trying to 
get rich quickly. With the sense of insecurity inbred. into our 
people by centuries of circumstances, the feeling of uncertainty and 
unrest, it would haye been wonderful if the Jew had not manifested 
a constant and keen anxiety to place a barrier of gold between him- 
self and possible poverty. Our history and the econonuc circum- 
stances amid which for generations. we have been. .compelled to 
live, have resulted in Jews in the vast majority being poor people. 
Yet those generations have produced in us, too, a certain standard 
of civilisation that much better fits wealth than want. . The Jew is also 
to some extent—possibly it is accentuated by reason of his Kastern 
origin—something of a svbarite and a lover of luxury. I mention 
these things, because | believe that the usury to-which Jews are 
proportionately more prone than other peoples, is induced by some 
such reasons. as these and not, as is ustially supposed, by feeling of 
cruelty anda delight in causing pain, or a carelessness of the feelings 
of others. It is rather through an indulgence in supreme egoism., 


the quality which has made the Jew the individualist among th 


nations. Shylock was not cruel; he did not demand his pound of 
Hesh because he was brutal. He was not anxprous to make Antonio 
suffer. He had, however, an exagerated idea of the enforcing of his 
rights. Thatis “Shylockism.” ‘That is the evil in money-lending, 
and that is where usury is practised by money-lenders. But. thes 
are not alone. There can be “Shylockism ’ and yet no money tran- 
saction. 
be found in most of the walks trodden by men—and for that matter, 


by women too.

Union of Hebrew Classes and the Teachers.

[ visited the Hast Ham Synagogue Classes on the 5th January, 1925, 
at the express desire of the Education Committee of the Union of Hebrew 
and Religion Classes, in order that I might judge at tirst-hand whether or 
not Mr. Jaffe’s teaching was vnsatisfactoryyas had been reported to them, 
It is true that at the time of my visit Mr. Jaffe had only been Superin 
tendent: there for five wecks. But if Mr..Jaffe was in fact uncqual 
to his post, obviously the matter could. brook. no delay. =| 
spent a little over. an hour in. his class, not. half-an-hour, as 
he states. I asked him to conduct the class in the ordinary way 
and to let me listen. 1 found his teaching most unsatisfactory. | 
am not speaking of the volume of work which he. had accomplished, 
but of his methods. For one thing many gross mistakes in Hebrew 
reading went uneorrected. It 1s ridiculous to suggest, as Mr. Jaffe now 
does, that I should mysc!f have ‘supplied the eorrections; for I was 
taking no part in the lesson. Another unsatisfactory feature was 4 
repeated failure in translation to make sense of the English. These ar 
only two points out of a number. He was given an opportunity of stating 
his case before the E lacation Committee of the Union of Hebrew ani 
Religious Classes, Dr. Fichhols being in the chair. My. criticisms were 
read out to him: and. he was invited to comment on every point. In the 
result the Committee tipheld the conclusion to which L-had come.

It is all against the well-known saying: “He who 
pays the piper calls the tune.” Sueh things should not be tolerated. 

The Committee of the Kast Ham Synagogue Classes should hav: 
acted firmly in the matter and should have had snfficient stamina to 
challenge Mr. Adler's demand after. the children had been re examine: 
by the Key. A. Hyman, and were found to be satisfactory. ' In my hum)! 
opinion, the religious teaching of our-children should be entirely take» 
out of the hands of tho various rival bodies, each one more or ics- 
lmpecunious, and each one more or less overlapping, and should b 
centralised in the United Synagogue itself. Then such proceedings as « 
the kast Ham Hebrew Classes, could not occur. It is of as muc!: 
importance to train the young in the Jewish faith, as it is to provid 
ministers to conduct the services in the synagogues. Shool and schoo 
should go together. In this we can well take a lesson from the Anglican 
Church, which has the religious teaching in all Church schools under it 
direct care. I would also like to suggest that none bub experience!

THE FUNERAL. 
Address by Dr. Stephen Wise. 


As announced by THE JEWISH CHRONICLE in its last issue, the funeral 
of the late Mr. Zangwill was at the Crematorium, Golders Green, yester- 
day week. The service was conducted by the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig, of the 
“Liberal” Synagogue (in the absence from town of Rabbi Dr. Israel 
Mattuck), assisted by Dr. Stephen §S. Wise, Rabbi of the Free Syna- 
gogue in New York, who was on a visit to this country. There 
was a crowded attendance, five charabancs arriving loaded with 
mourners from the East End who desired to pay their respects to the 
deceased. It is to be regretted that considerable disorder was caused in 
the-rush that occurred consequent in the main upen the anxiety to secure 
places at the service in the small chapel. Among those present in addition 
to the immediate relatives of the deceased were:

ADDRESS. | 

The following is the text of the address delivered by Dr. Stephen &, 
Wise : 

How feeble words seem here! For a master-painter of words has 
passed and our poor speech can do no more than faintly render the 
homage of our hearts to the English writer and the Jew. Despite the 
Apoeryphal book, it were not meet that we render praise to the work of 
this great man, even though by him the Lord hath wrought great glory 
for His people. -We, his American friends, alas cannot. claim him as our 
own, though we were first to acclaim his youthful genius, to discern that 
the author of “ Children of the Ghetto,” was not'‘a facile and brilliant 
journalist, but an understanding and truthful interpreter of his people's 
dreams. We might well say that from afar he has exercised a pdtent 
influence over the lifeof the Jewish millions across the seas, weaving over 
them the spell of his tender and beauteous fancy, again pleading through 
the magic of his formula, “The Melting Pot,” for more than gracious 
toleration of- the alien in a land of aliens; again, leading in the most 
practical of efforts to draw Jewish exiles, of his unfailing concern, from 
the crowded cities of the Eastern shores to the vast Hinterland of the 
American Continentand, finally, toward the end of his days summoned 
by us to us, to utter a weighty message, the one fault of Which lay in its 
too daring hope and its too audacious truth-speaking. 

Verily, Israel Zangwill was of the heroic breed, whom adversity 
nurtures and hardship steels; a gallant figure alway! Jews noted and 
will long remember the high valour with which he entered the lists on 
behalf of another dreamer of the Ghetto, Theodor Herzl. before the 
masses had come to know him as theit own, while yet the leaders of 
Jewish life everywhere denied and mispraised him. I¢ will remain not 
the least of the items of Israel's debt to this man that he lent his name 
and prestige to the support of a great, though then unknown son of his 
people, whose dream was, with the help of Zangwill’s and your land, 
destined of fulfilment within a generation. 

His valour quite as much as his genius wrought great things for his 
people. He revealed the dreaming and gleaming soul of Israel to itself 
and to the world, even in the midst of the squalor and misery to which 
the world had doomed it : he moved his people to rise from the lowlands 
of self-contempt to the, heights of self-reverence. First was he to lead 
the multitudes of his fellow-Jews to see that the Ghetto was an external 
and passing thing, forced upon the Jew from without, but that his dreams 
were his very own and through them he might for ever leave the Ghetto 
behind him and enter once again into the land of man’s fairest and noblest 
aspirations. 

He did yet another, perhaps the greatest thing for his peaple ; he 
urged the world rightly to appraise the Jew, “the. great misunderstood of 
history.” From the world he dared to demand justice for his people : of 
his people he demanded justice, that they be just to themselves and to 
their great tradition of justice. Thus, his was the nobler part not only 
to protest against the Christlessness of the Christian centuries toward the 
Jew, but to cry alond and spare not, that the Jew, “the Christ of the 
peoples,” in his unforgettable phrase, must rise to the height of his 
mission and once again be a doer of justice that no injustice mar earth's 
fairness and, if needs be, a solitary pursuer of peace, though the heathen 
rage in hatred. 

Israel Zangwill never accepted Jewish life as a humdrum task, but 
faced and lived it ever as a high adventure; too valorous was he on any 
pretext to forsake Israel and its ways. However sharp the differences 
that, at times, separated him from one group or another, his soul was 
greatly and inalienably loyal to the soul of Israel, which he loved. 

Too many gifted Jews look upon themselves as exempt by reason of 
their gifts from bearing the burden of their fellowship; he was the one 
eminent Jewish man of letters of his day who, scorning such exeniption, 
claimed the burden and the high office of ministering to his people, not 
only through the written word, but through a lifetime of resolute and 
unafraid action. He did not spare half-hours of ease, but gave long and 
laborious years to the solution of his people's problems. And when he 
erred, he nobly erred, out of the very excess of his hopes, fearful, I 
believe without warrant, that the scope of opportunity offered by Palestine 
might prove too limited and insecure. 


His loyalty to his people was nota thing of letters: it was of the 
very essence of his being. It was so wholly taken for granted, that his 
fellow-Jews did him the honour of assuming at all times and in all 
circumstances that he belonged to them. Though the occasionally loyal 
of Israel are treated with deference and the sacrificially loyal too often 
go Without reverence, the people of Israel loved him, and not since the 
death of Herzl has the passing of any Jew evoked such grief throughout 
the Diaspora. Ame rican, German, East European, Palestinian, and all 
the far-aw ay Jewries join in our lament over Zangwill the loved. 

Because of his courage he did not always please men, least of all his 
fellow Jews who sit in high places. It is courage, not timidity that 
irritates the quietistic. Fate’ has made the Jew impatient of the critic, 
of the self critica] particularly, wherefore the potent leaders of Israel 
sometimes love peace better thanrthe right. And Zangwill was a truth- 
speaker who performed a rare and precions office, which will be remem 
bered when the puny protestants of his day shall have been forgotten. 

“ Now he helongs to the ages,” was said of a great countryman of 
mine inthe honr of his passing. Zangwill belongs to the Jewish ages, 
enduring and unforgetting. The Jewish world reverently offers its tender 
Sympathy to his wife and children and enters with them into the heritage 
of a great memory. Heine asked, Matthew Arnold reminds us, that on 
his coffin a sword be laid for he was a soldier in the liberation war of 
humanity. On this bi r,.too, a sword might well bea laid. for Israel 
Zangwill was a soldier alway, brave and unafraid, an unquailing champion 
of his people, an indomitable battler for Israel and mankind. He has 
passed tnto that “Great Peace,” which they have who love God and 
His truth, who seck Him in the service of man and his dreams.

Tributes and Reminiscences. 

tabbi Dr. B. SALOMON, preaching last Sabbath at the Great Synagogue, 
Manchester, referring to the late Israel Zangwill said: During the past week 
a great figure in literature has passed away, and in so much as Zangwill 
was a great Jew racially, if not religiously, his death cannot. be passed 
over in silence. I am not going to indulge in fulsome eulogy of hits 
undoubted literary genius, for his interest tous must be confined in the 
relations with the people from whom he sprang, and whose lives. and ideas, 
hopes and fears, he portayed with such wit and humour. jut it may be 
asked whether he did not do a disservice to his people by thus exposing 
them to the narrow-minded criticism of the world, who only saw the jest 
and missed completely the dignity and pathos which is so interwoven in 
any narrative of the children of the Ghetto. We have, alas! 50 many 
detractors, then wliy should we help to swell the ranks? But Zang will 
will not be forgotten. He was, as 1 have already said, not a Jew who 
placed his religion first and foremost, Dut he was a strong fighter for the 
Jewish nation, and that will redeem him in some measure even in the 
eyes of the severest critics of his personality and policy. In the ascent 
from a poor pupil teacher to a recognised literary force he displayed that 
quality of race of which Disraeli spoke, when he said: *'We Jews 
ean do everything but fail.’ He was in that a symbol of his race, and 
the pity of it is that he failed to realise that religion and race are one in 
Judaism, and so inextricably intérwoven that to ignore the one is. to 
render barren and fruitiess the other. 


The Rev. JOHN S, Harris, preaching at the New Synagogue, Stamford 
Hill, last Sabbath, said: Wherever Jewish people congregate this week, 
their thoughts turn to the loss that has been sustained by Jewry in the 
death of Israc!l Zangwill.. The romance of his career struck the imagina 
tion. Child of the Ghetto, son of the despised -alien, he had acquired a 
world-wide fame, and was acclaimed one of the great ones of the age. In 
his humble origin Zangwill was typical of many another Jewish hero, 
typical indeed of his people —the despised and rejected of men, the w rid’s 
debt to whom has yet to be acknowiedged. Israel Zangwill stands out 
from other men by reason of the thoroughness of his. stady of men and 
his wonderful gift of the forcible expression of the: results of that study. 
His voice was, as he rightly named it, “the Voice of Jerusalem,” and tt 
Was a voice of power anda voice of tenth. But. Zangwill spoke to the 
world of the ideals of pea even in the time of war, of tle futility and 
the iniquity of warfare. Many of us deeply deplore some of his personai 
conceptions of the Jewish lif but for bis gifted expression ot the race 
heritage we shared with him, and for the love he had for us, and the 


fervour with which he cuampioned our common cause, we will cherish 


his memory as that of a great and noble soul 
From Mr. MICHABL Marcus, B.L.: Misrepresented, despised and 
often misunderstood as the courageous thinker seems destined to be, 
Israel 7, ingwill, nor thic io iti fight with itchless 
devotion to high ideals and aspirations An em nent literary eritic a yea 
or two ago named Shaw, Wells and Zinuwill as the three greatest British 
men of letters: perhaps it is not imcorrect to describe Zangwill 
as a combination of the challenging spirit of . Shaw and the 
pacid wisdom of Wells, mingled with refreshing Jewish emotionalism. 
Tribute, probably far too inadequate, will in due course be paid to his 
literary achievement: I wish meantime to write a word or two of his 
efforts in the realm of politics. Withia recent years Zangwill displayed 
political courage and heroism which merely emphasised the sincerity of 
the man. Shortly after the 1917 Russiau Revolution, Zangwill spoke at a 
great demonstration in the Albert Hall, protesting against the Govern- 
ment’s intervention in Russia. That speech, made at a dangerous 
and a difficult time, and crammed with epigrammatic wisdom, would 
alone have won him immortality in politics. But he did more; he 
wrote’ and spoke in defence of unpopular canses, enthusiastically 
championed the ideal of international peace and social harmony, and was 
always ready to help the downtrodden, colicctively and individually. In 
his Conway Memorial Lecture, delivered on th March, 1917, he revealed 
himself without reserve ; and I cannot refrain from quoting briefly: 
If the personality of the peoples ts sacred ‘he said) how much more so the 
personality of individuals’ Liberty, ike Charity, begins at home. If we are 
0 Obey the State it must obey us. It must be no “mortal God.” as Hobbes 
already called it. There must be no law not mutable when the majority 
changes, nor must the Minority be made dumb to keep the Majority blinded. 
And the equality of races must be paralleled by the equality of classes and 
eexes, expressed through an equal franchise. Then in a world-series of united 
republics we may some day, perhaps, when humanity grows up; verify Hebrew 
prophecy, Italian idealism, and German philosophy, and reach the great vision 
of a league of the peoples and a © perpetual Peace. 
Zangwill was always willing to help and advise. Ina letter which I 
Was privileged to receive from him a few years ago he gave warning 
against excessive optimism ; as he put it, “exaggerated hope is apt to be 
sollowed by exaggerated despair.” Again, in the same letter he states : 
whatever the Jewish mission may be, it must no longer be su/mission.” 
On some future occasion time may be found to mention the wisdom, 
knowledge, instruction aud joy many of us have derived from the writings 
of one whom (perhaps not without prejudice) I like to regard as the 
Breatest literary preacher of his day. When we read Mary Coleridge's 
wonderful verse : 
Narrow not thy walk to keep 
Pace with those who half asleep 
Judge thee now. 


our minds turn towards the life and work of Israe! Zang will. 


Mr. SAMUEL GORDON writes: I would devote these few lines to giving 
an account of some of the occasions on which I came into touch with the 
dead master. These occasions have imprinted themselves indelibly on 
my mind. Recollections ars but the shad »wy Simulacra, voiceless echoes 
ofthe real. But they must play their poor part in filling a crying empti- 
ness. I write them, I confess, chiefly for my own delectation. They make 
me live those old days over again, they bring him again near to me. 
Though | met Z ingwill innumerable times, strangely enough it was 
almost always in a different place. The first time, I believe, was at 
the Kilburn home of his old friend, Israel Abrahams whom, alas, he has 
followed so quickly. Next, I think, it was at my rooms in Cambridge, 
after he had taken part in the programme of the weekly college “ Smoker," 
» where he had delighted his audience by a reading from his “ Bachelors’ 
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Club,” then just published, a copy of which one of the undergrads had 
with him. Then at the Russell Hotel, where I sat for some hours with 
him and Herzl and listened, spell-bound, to a chapter of history in the 
making. Then again at my father’s house, in Great Prescot Street, from 
which L took him round tothe Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter, where he 
joined devoutly with a band of alien transmigrants in the holding of the 
Seder. Thenon the seashore at Hythe. Again at Tuchband’'s Restaurant, 
in Houndsditch, whither | had taken him to make him acquainted with 
Alla Nazimova, previous to her departure for America, which became her 
Eldorado. Generously he helped me in the benefit matinée 1 was 
arranging for her. Further at lectures by great Yiddish confréres of the pen 
like Morris Rosenfeld and Sholem Aleichem, whom [ had introduced to him. 
Again § was close to him when he honoured me by presiding at the dinner 
which the Maccabreans gave me on publication of my “Sensof the Covenant.” 
Later at a house in Hyde Park, where I remembered one of his wise and 
Witty sayings. It was the “Black Week” of the Boer War, and he said 
disgustedly: “England is nob showing up well. A great country against 
a handful of peasants. . “But remember,” I interposed, that 
each one of their mountains stands to these peasants for an army corps.” 
“Those are the mountains which England made out of molehills,” flashed 
back his reply. Yet, again, | remember him at the Great Synagogue, 
Duke Street. where, secing Lord Rothschild in the wardens’ box, he 
said whimsically that he was still waiting for his Lordship to apologise to 
him for that Free School incident. Nor should IT omit the terrific game of 
billiards -twenty-tive up--L played with him at the house of Mr. Gustave 
Tuck, in which we mainly scored by each other's misses. I believe he won 
the game. I met him several times during the war in the Strand and gave 
hita a glimpse of that bechive of national activity, the Censor’s office, 
where I was then employed. Almost the last time I was together with 
him was at the perforinanee of Lessing’s “ Nathan the Wise,” by the 
Jewish Drama League. Called upon to speak, he hushed the applause 
which greeted his appearance and turned it to laughter by exclaiming : 
‘lam not the author.” 

These are smali matters but, In a way, they prove his intense 
humanity. He could be human as easily as he could give the impression 
of beingsuperhuman. I haye seen him in many aspects and moods. I 
have cauaht an inkling of the multiple complexities of which his genius— 
and he was all venius was compounded. But I cannot flatter myself 
that I knew the complete man. All that we saw of him, all that he 
showed of himself was but an infinitesimal portion of the immense 
reserves of heart and brain he kept stored up in those upplumbed depts 
of his. Not if he had lived to three times his Span could he have fulfilled 
himself. For he was inexhaustible.

Asamatter of fact, 
the paper was purchased by my late father from Louis Woolf in February, 
1X91, and he Was both proprietor and editor. The late Aaron Vecht was 
Advertising Manager. The pen-name Zangwill used in the paper was 
“ Marshalik.” Por his services the author of “Children of the Ghetto” 
received £1 per week, when the money was there. On one occasion, just 
before the “Three Weeks,” my late father explained to Zangwill the 
necessity of waiting for his salary. “Ah! Dr.,” said Zangwill, “ you force 
me to be froom, | must keep the * nine days.’”. The title “ Flag of Judah,” 
is a translation of the Hebrew title of the JEWISH STANDARD, Tw" 557.

Ojdly enough (he writes), in the train yesterday I met a lady going down to 
the seaside with her husband and four children, who introduced herself as the 
once small daughter of the late Aaron Vecht, of the JRWISH STANDARD days.

How magnificently he attempted to materialise these ambitions, and 
in what measure he succeeded, it is unnecessary to say. 


A CORRESPONDENT writes: Your reference to the little town of 
Rivenishki, in Latvia, as “the birthplace of Israel Zangwell's parents,” 
is not entirely accurate. Moses Zangwill certainly was born there, but 
Ellen Zangwill Game from Siemyatiche, a village not far from the cele- 
brated fortress of Brest-Litovsk. She was the daughter of a Jewish 
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farmer and miller, and on the death of her parents came with a slightly 
younger cousin, also called Ellen- the mother of Joseph Cowen, the well- 
known Zionist--to England, where they had several relatives established 
both in London and the provinces. ‘The two Ellens were life-long friends, 
but they were fated to part for some years soon after first arriving in 
London, Mr. Cowen’s mother proceeding to provincial relatives, while 
Ellen Zangwill remained with her aunt (who was Dr. Eder’s grandmother) 
at 27, Finsbury Circus. Moses Zangwill was conscripted into the Russian 
Army at the tender age of twelve or thirteen, refused to eat the rations 
as (refa, and was to be shot ; but he escaped and found his way to London, 
where he was befriended by the Rey. Mr. Schapiro, who expounded Rashi 
and Talmud at the Beth Hamedrash attached to the Great Synagogue, 
and whose classes Moses Zangwill attended as an ardent devotee. Moses 
Zangwill lived in Mr. Schapiro’s house, and Mr. Schapiro was a friend of 
Elien Zangwill’s aunt. It was through his taking round a book which the 
aunt had asked Mr. Schapiro to lend her, that Moses Zangwill first met 
his wife. The couple spent more than a decade of their carly married 
life in the provinces. 


At a special meeting of the Executive Committee of the lederation 
of Jewish Relief Organisations, at which Dr. D. Jochelman presided, the 
Chairman paid a warm tribute to the memory of the late Mr. Israel 
Zang will, who was a Vice-President of the Federation, and had rendered 
invaluable services to the cause.

The Executive Committee of the above Organisation, of which Mr. Israel 
Zangwill was a Vice-President, desire to convey to you and your family an 
expression of their profound sorrow in the irreparable loss which you and 
world-Jewry have sustained in the death of your dear husband. He was a 
pillar of strength to our cause. Whenever he was called upon to render service 
to his suffering brethren, he did so with all his might. Hts brilliant gifts were 
often placed by him at our disposal. We mourn the loss of a worker anda 
friend. His memory will long live with us; he endeared himself to us by 
selfless service. May the example this giant in Israel set, be a constant 
impetus to others to assist in the great work of mercy to which we have set 
our hands. 


Obituary. 


Mr. MORRIS GROSS (Tientsin, China), 

Jewish communal life has sustained a severe loss in the premature 
death in Tientsin at the age of twenty-seven of Mr. Morris Gross, formerly 
of London. HKducated at the Central Foundation School, he became on 
his discharge from the Army, assistant Secretary of the Jewish War 
Memorial.

Always active in Jewish work, he left 
his mark in Chinese Jewry by his work in the foundation of Jewish 
Schools in Tientsin of which he remained Viee-Chairman until the day of 
his death. He was also Secretary of the Tientsin Aeren Hayesod 
Committee.

By the passing away of Morris Gross in China, Jewry has lost a 
splendid son. He was never happy untess he was associated with some 
charitable work. ‘The love of doing good was almost an obsession with 
him. His quiet unassuming manner, his charming smile, his great 
sincerity, his unflagging efforts for the various charities with which he 
was associated, are only afew of the qualities that endeared to him every- 
one with whom he came into contact. He lived for others: My thoughts 
go back many years when I was associated with him in the 7th Stepney 
Troop of Boy Scouts.

THE LaTe Dr. SALAMON BREUER. 

Through the death of Rabbi Breuer a perhaps almost irreparable loss 
has befallen orthodox Jewry as a whole, and our German brethren in 
particular. The efforts of Samson Rafael Hirsch to revive traditional 
Judaism in Western Europe having proved successful; Rabbi Breuer felt 
it his life's work to strengthen and consolidate the achievements of his 
great predecessor. His uncompromising nature, his rock-like strength 
of character, undeviating from his chosen path, may not have increased 
his popularity, but his sincerity of purpose was unquestioned, and his 
life was truly one DOW ow. He earned, indeed, the name given him 
by afamous eastern European Rav “the wall in the west.” 
At the outbreak of the World War, when Eretz Yisrael was almost cut 
off from the rest of the world, it was through the initiative of Dr. Breuer 
that the first Jewish aid came to Palestine, and he with his friends 
organised a relief campaign which during those bitter three years 
supported the Rabbis, /almide-Chachamim and teachers throughout the 
country, besides regularly feeding some 8,000 Jewish souls in the kitchens 
specially erected for that purpose in the various Palestinian towns. Rabbi 
Breuer, together with the Brisker Rav Soloweicik, and the famous 
historian Isaac Halevy, arranged the Hamburg negotiations which in 1910 
led to the creation 6f the Agudas Israel \, orld Organisation. He lived to 
see it develop into a world-wide movement of Torah-true Jewry. As a 
humble follower of Agudaism, I pen this tribute to his memory. 


The demise of Mr. Joseph Taylor has deprived the Manchester 
Jewish community of a conscientious Jew and communal! worker, and the 
Talmud Torah of a most devoted friend. The deceased was one of the 
very first founders of the Talmud Torah, and, together with my late 
father, who was first President and Life-President, worked whole- 
heartedly for the advancement and welfare of the Institution. He 
fortunately lived to see the Talmud Torah grow to its present high position 
in the community and to receive the honour of being elected a Trustee, 
He leaves a good name and good children, who are carrying on the noble 
work commenced by their father. As President of the Talmud Torah 
School and Hebrew Education Board, and as a personal friend, I désire

it is impossible to deny that only lip service was paid to this injunc- 
tion, and at best it was used as a weapon with which toattempt to strike at 
Jewish ethics. But the realities of the situation were too strong for such 
anattempt. Jewish teaching from the carliest times prohibited revenge 
on an enemy, the cursing. of an enemy, or gleefal joy at his dowfall; on 
the contrary, the Jew was bidden to pray for his enemy and to render 
him every aid. 

In the Jewish conception, even an enemy is a fellow human being, 
and therefore comes under the ordinance of loving your neighbour. 
Revenge is a hateful thing: if a man be tempted to harbour it in his 
breast, he is bidden remember that if vengeance is necessary, God will 
pay. But he must not appeal to God for the purpose, for, as the Talmud 
declares, he who is revengeful, destroys “his hease; and he who prays 
for revenge on others, receives it himself, Because men.did not love 
the story of Kamtzo and Bar- 
Kamtzo is the classical illustration. Ina a later age Saadia wrote that

Ground ginger, 1 teaspoonful. 
Cayenne pepper, 4 saltspoonful. 
Vinegar, 1 pint. 

Mustard seed, 4 oz. 


Four large lemons.. 
Saitanas, 4 ozs. 
Onions, 1 Ib. 

De 1 ib, 


Salt, 
WASH the lemons, and cut them into slices. Peel and chop the 
onions; put them with the sliced lemons on a dish, and sprinkle with 


the sait. Leave for twenty-four hours. Then turn into a preserving 
pan, and add the remainder of the ingredients (crush the mustard seed 
well before adding it). Bring to the boil, and simmer until quite soft. 
Turn into small, dry jars, and tie down when cold. 


Pickled Tomatoes. 


Green tomatoes, 5 lbs. 
Demarara sugar, 4 ib. 

Vinegar, 1 quart. 

Small red chillies, 1 teaspoonful. 


Ginger, mustard seed, cloves, 
and peppercorns, 07Z. of each. 
Salt. 


CuT the tomatoes into slices, and put them in layers in a bow! with 


salt sprinkled between each layer. Let them stand over-night. Then 
drain off the salt water, and put the tomatoes in a preserving pan. Add 
the other ingredients, and pour the vinegar over. Bring to the boil, and 
simmer gently until the tomatoes are soft. When cold turn into small, 
dry jars, and tie down. 


Vegetable Marrow Jam. 


Marrow, 6 lbs. (weighed after 
peeling and removing seeds). 
Three lemons. 


Root ginger, 2 ozs. 
Preserving sugar, 4 Ibs. 


PEEL the marrows, and after removing the seeds, cut into pieees about 
one inch thick and two ipches long. Put into a bow!, cover with the 
sugar, and let it stand for twenty-four hours; then turn into a preserving 
pan. Pare the lemons very thinly, chop the rind very finely, and add it 
with the juice of the lemons to the marrow. Bruise the ginger, and 
add to the other ingredients. Bring to the boil, and cook steadily for 
one and a half hours. Take out the ginger, and turn into warm, dry 
jars, and tie down at once.

FAREWELL RECEPTION. 


A large gathering attended on Wednesday at the Monnickendam 
Rooms, Great Alie Street, a farewell reception (organised by the 
Federation of Synagogues, in conjunction with the Old Castle Street 
Synagogue) to Dayan A. Chaikin, prior to his departure for Palestine. 

Lord BWAYTHLING, who presided, said that he was glad of the oppor- 
tanity that had been given to him to come there and express his deep 
respect and veneration for Dayan Chaikin. He was particularly pleased 
because his late father had been instrumental in inducing Dayan Chaikin 
to come to London twenty-six years ago. When a vacancy occurred on 
the Beth Din a certain amount of persuasion had had to be used to get 
him appointed, but he was happy to say, in the presence of Dayan 
Hillman, that there was no more respected or beloved member of the 
Beth Din than Dayan Chaikin. His unrivalled knowledge and learning 
had been at the disposal cf all who came to him. He was now going to 
Palestine to spend the rest of his life—he hoped it would be a good many 
years—not in idleness, but in continuing his studies and his writings. 
He wished the Dayan God-speed, long life, a pleasant journey, and a 
happy life in Palestine. In conclusion, Lord Swaythling apologised for 
having to leave the gathering, explaining that he had to attend another 
meeting.

INTERVIEW FOR “ THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 


The Rev. M. I. COHEN, B.A. (Minister of the Hebrew 
Congregation, of Bulawayo, Rhodesia). 


WENTY-SIX vears ago the Rev. M. I. Cohen, B.A., after 
training at Jews’ College ana University College, London, 
set. out to. act as spiritual leader to the Hebrew congrega- 
tion of Bulawayo, Rhodesia. The task was a difficult 

one, but he succeeded in keeping alive the spirit of Judaism, and 
what is more in keeping to. Judaism the younger generation. 
He was one of the early band 
of Zionists, and it is to Zionism 
that he attributes the fact of 
the strong Jewish unity in 
his congregation. Zionism has 
supplied an ideal and an aim 
for the younger generation, 
and warded off the evils of 
assimilation. He has recently 
spent four months in Palestine, 
during which" time he studied 
carefully the conditions out 
there. The results achieved 
are indeed dstonishing,’ he 
said in the course of an

" We are conquering in Palestine as the result of a profound faith in 
the ultimate triumph of the just cause of Israel...And most deeply 
implanted is that faith in the older colonists they who, if any, would be 
expected to have eased in their enthusiasm. | This great faith is a creative 
force of the first magnitude, and, in my opinion, our essential problem is 
to discover means to°*make it the common property of the whole Jewish 
people. 


“ The most inspiring phenomenon, perhaps, of all is the revival of the 
Hebrew language. IL was much impressed with the Hebrew teaching in 
the schools; perhaps by contrast it is all the more bitter to find that from 
lack of funds there is a considerable proportion of the children who 
catinot be given the advantages of education in these schools: and in 
Jerusalem this fact is taken advantage of by the Christian missionaries 
who are only too antious to welcome Jewish children to their insti 
tutions, | 


Loyalty to England. 


Palestine at present is passing tirough a crisis tlirough lack of 
support from the rest of Jewry. Ths. Zionist Organisation has had to 
start from the very beginning and buiki up everything. The‘ Jewish 
people in Palestine are for the most part tine types of humanity. Bat our 
Chalutzim-are, after all, our front-line troops and it is up to us to keep 
them backed up with reinforcements and equipment. We in South Africa 
have realised this fact all along, and have made sacrifices accordingly, 
bat it is discouraging in the extreme to witness the poor response 
which Anglo-Jewry has made to the call for support. I was 
discussing this aspect of affairs with Lord Piumer, and I asked 
him whether he thought that an Euglish Jew who devoted himself 
heart and soul to the development of Palestine was thereby in any 
way the less loyal to England. He answered decided and emphatically : 
* Certainly not!’ | 


Spiritual Revival. 


» Although it is but natural and necessary that our Zionist leaders 
should be pre-occupled with the immediate economic needs of the Vishnu, 
yet [am convinced that the great ultimate significance of our movement 
is spiritual. Palestine will transform the cultural life of the Jewish people 
throughout the world. It is as vital to Anglo-Jewry as it is to the Jews of 
Poland, indeed, in certain respects, even more so. The failure to grasp 
this fact is, in my opinion, the cause of the lack of material support from 
English Jews. They must be made to realise that we are not out to 
establish a charity refuge for Jews fleeing from persecution, nor yet to 
create a tenth-rate Bulgaria or Montenegro. but a first-rate centre of the 
Hebrew spirit and genius—this is a fact of great significance. It is an 
aspect of Jewish Nationalism which attracts the utmost attention and 
sympathy among the great spiritual thinkers of all creeds, who can throw 
off the medieval anti-Semitism which still clings to certain organised 
religions. Itisto the great spiritual revival for the whole world which 
they feel will come from Palestine —from the Jewish nation in Palestine — 
that they look with hope, in these times when irreligion and materialism 
arc dominant throughout the civilised world. 


“ When Anglo-Jewry realises, as do we in South Africa, that it is their 
future, the future of every Jew and every Jewess, which is being worked 
out for them in Palestine ; when this fact is brought home to them, they 
will appreciate the call which the poet Bialik has made to the masses of 
our people, ‘ Art thou for us or for our enemies ?'’ and they will understand 
the tremendous importance for them themselves of the work of rebuilding 
the Jewish nation on its ancient soil,”

The Zionist Executive here is watching closely the reports concern. 


ing the Arab negotiation with the Government for the creation of 
Legislative Assembly. 

It transpires that the movement was started by the Moderate Party, 
led by the Mayor of Jerusalem, M. Nashashibi. It is, however, opposed 
by the Extremists of the Arab Executive, under Kazim Pasha, and hence 
it is doomed to failure, as the Government insists on Arab unity in the 
matter. The Arab Executive is still pledged to the principle of non. 
co-operation with the Government. Mr. N. Sokolow, who is here now, 
does not believe in the likelihood of the success of-the negotiations. 

In the meantime the Arabs are spreading reports about the imminent 
changes in the Palestine Administration. According to them, Lord 
Allenby will shortly succeed Lord Plumer, and will also assume thie 
supreme command of the forces in Palestine, Iraq and Egypt. 

Just now the Government is engaged in providing special pro 
tective measures for the Christians in Transjordania who are threatened 
with massacre by the Bedouins. lt is stated that the Syrian rebels are 
agitating in Transjordania among the Bedouins to create an upheaval 
there.

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The Jewish Friendly Society Movement. 


[From our Correspondent. } 


Delegates of the Grand Order of Israel assembled for atwo days 
Conference in Birmingham, at the Bank Holiday week-end, and faced an 
inordinately long agenda, a good proportion of which had to be sacrificed 
—or at all events reserved for another day. But before delegates 
separated much useful work was achieved and essential resolutions were 
duly carried. 

The Conference opened with addresses of welcome by Bro. the Rey. 
Dr. A. Cohen, M.A., why spoke in the name of the Jewish Community in 
Birmingham, by Mr. E. P. Hollander, the President of the Birmingham 
Hebrew Congregation, and by a spokesman representing the Order's 
lodges in that city. 

Bro. Elias Moss, the Grand Master, then delivered an address which 
reviewed the year’s events and which was received with marked approval. 
Bro. Moss was for several years the Secretary of the Order and as Grand 
Master he is naturally familiar with the problems of an organisation 
catering for over 8,000 ordinary Friendly Society members and 10,000 
State-insured members. Heis alevel-headed and painstaking officer who 
is quite equal to the post which he occupies, His review dealt with 
the difficult circumstances faced by the Order in connectien with the 
finances of its newly established institute and meeting hall, which had 
created anxiety and depressfon, now largely removed by a courageous 
step taken at'a recent Emergency Conference. 

Bro. Moss passed on to membership and its peculiar setbacks, and 
emphasised the determination of his Executive to concentrate on the 
recruitment of young people. The valuation result revealed a solve: 
of which the Order could justly be proud, and various modificationsari g 
from the valuer’'s report were subsequently catried. State Insurance \ 
in a flourishing condition. The Grand Master was not happy over tiv 
report of the Royal Commission on Health Insurance and the effect of thi 
Kec mommy bill on the finances of approved socreries. Deleg ites of the 
Order ~were doing good work at the Deputies of British Jews and the 
Association of Jewish Friendly Societies. Ie concluded his address by a 
stirring appeal to the delegates of the Lodges to help the Executive 
Council to make the emergency levy for the building effective, and 
particularly appealed to the loyalty of the provinces. Upon the 
delegates assembled, he said, rested’ the future destiny of the Order, 
amd it devolved upon them to convince every member that decisions law- 
fully carried out must be adhered to. The real benefit. of the building 
could not yet be felt, but its value would be shown in the future asa 
centre of Jewish welfare and of social recreation and activity, which 
would earn the commendation of all Jewry. 

Reports were given by Bro. E. Goldman, Vice-Grand Master, on the 
Association of Jewish Friendly Societies; by Bro. P. M. Phillips, on the 
Deputies of British Jews; and by Bro 5. Teff, B.A., on Zionist wor!, 
In the last connection .a resolution was, at a later stage, carried 
by a large majority, creating a Grand Lodge Palestine Benefit 
Fund, to which all members’ will contribute 6d. per annum 
for assisting institutions in Palestine. This resolution is on the 
lines of a project which ‘was originally pioneered by the Grand 
Order Sons of Jacob, and supported by the Association of Jewish Friendly 
Societies. It is introduced in a form which complies with the require 
ments of the Registrar of Friendly Societies ‘an exacting official), and 
although perhaps, for natural reasons, is looked at askance by the 
English Zionist Federation or the Keren Hayesod, it establishes a pro 
cedure which will yield permanent results from a wide, circle. It is 
understood that ** assistance to institutions in Palestine” is interpreted 
broadly, and essential Zionist work secures proper recognition and 
assistance. 

The customary toasts were submitted at the banquet held in celebra.- 
tion of the Conference, and during the function presentations were made 
to Bro. Joseph Smith, the previous Grand Master, and to Bro. H. Jaffa, a 
leading worker for the Order in Birmingham. 

The Conference passed a number of resolutions arising from the 
valuer’s recommendation, and the amendments to rules which are 
thereby incorporated ensure financial stability, which is the shect-anchor 
of the progressive Friendly Society. Among the decisions which may 
be mentioned are the approval to a proposal from the Executive Council 
to permit female lodges to become divisional lodges by placing 2s. a 
member to the reserve fund, and the willingness of the Conference to call 
on every member to pay an annual contribution to support a new fund for 
making grants to charitable institutions. 

After the election of officers it was announced that the Lodge Shield 
had been won by the Dr. Herzl and Sons of Jerusalem Lodge No. 25 
(London), and Bro. Michael Levy installed the newly-elected officials with 
appropriate ceremony.

I use the word “fascism” because it is the one movement in 
modern political life which most nearly expresses what | would like 
to see applied to Judaism, Il want amore active expression of sound, 
Jewish feeling in regard to anything that violates Jewish tradition. 
Why, for instance, should men receive communal honours who are 
notoriously unworthy of the regard of their fellow-Jews. If my fascist 
force of Jewish youth were in being, they would be drummed out of 
court.

BLACK SHEEP. 

I balieve that the Jewish Fascists could so intimidate those whose 
commercial or public conduct appeared likely to blacken the Jewish 
name that the black sheep of our community would either be drummed 
out of the flock or properly “ bleached.” Jewish public opinion ts far 
too little articulate in regard to breaches of the commercial code, to 
sharp practice, to moral laxity. ‘The old traditions of Jewish honour 
require to be reasserted. 

AN EDUCATED ARMY. 

My Fascist army would require to be strictly disciplined and above 
all educated. It must kaow what Jewish traditions and what Jewish 
teachings are. It must act up to them, It must set itself a high 
standard if it is to require a high standard from others, This may
